The Cabinet Discussing' the Situation

Yesli'riln v'k .Session of I he CouiiuInmIoii. 

London, Dec. II. When the Parnell 
commiBsiou ro-assembled this morning, 
Sir Richard Webster of the Tunes coun- 
sel, made an application to the court to 
hold an extra sitting of the commission 
next Tuesday. To-day was the 
day agreed upon] for adjournment 
for tho holidays. The attorney-general 
stated that he asked for an extra Bitting 
in order that he might apply to tho court 
to take action respecting William O'Brien, 
and an article which the latter had pub- 
lished in Inn paper United Ireland, in 
which he stated that tho lime had arrived 
for plain speaking regarding the Times 
forgeries of Parnell's letters and tho 
commission. The writer said that he did 
not eaio a twopence for the opinion <>f 
these judges who had been selected by 
the forger's friends and accomplices. Mr. 
Roid,of the Parnellite counsel, then called 
the attention of the court to some obser- 
vations made by the warden of Morton 
College, in which he likened Michael Dav- 
ittand others of the Parnellites to the 
Whitechapel murderer. After n short 
consultation, tho judges of the commis- 
sion decided to hold an extra sitting to- 
morrow, and that <) lirien must intend ho 
answer the charges against him. They 
also decided that the warden of Morton 
College should attend the lirat, meeting of 
tho new sitting of the commission of Jan- 
uary, and explain his language. Sir 
Charles Russell, of counsel for the Par- 
nellites, proceoded to cross-examine Thus. 
O'Connor, who testified, hut whose cross- 
examination wns postponed. O'Connor 
ulhered to his previous statement that 
ho had received L'7 from the league in 
payment for moonlighting, and declared 
that he gave evidence before the com- 
mission (simply because he objected to 
perishing in the "Hell upon Earth" that 
Ireland was at tho present time. < In 
being pressed very hard by Sir Charles, 
the witness admitted that a man named 
Walker, on behalf of the Times, urged 
him to give evidence, lie further con- 
fessed to having written his brother that 
he got himself summoned by the Times, 
thinking to make a few pounds, hut that 
ho could nut unless he sworo to queer 
things. 

Mr. Reid stated that O'Brien was 
present in Dublin and would probably be 
unable to attend the session of the com- 
mission .as ordered. The court then 
adjourned untilJanuary loth. 

Cost of Hie Army el' Occupation, 

London, Dec. 14. — In the house of 
commons to-day, W. H. Smith, in an- 
swer to a question, said that as far as was 
known, Osman Digna's letter announcathe 
surrender of Emit] Bey, and .1 white tra- 
veller. The government, he said, had no 
means of learning the truth. Edward 
Stanhope, secretary of state for the war 
department, replying to a question by Mr, 
John Dillon, said that the cost for tho 
army of occupation in Egypt for the cur- 
rent year would be £110,000. This ex- 
penso would bo borne by Egypt. Tho 
Egyptian government, he said, approved 
of the English reinforcements being sent 
to Suakin. 

The Cannl lonn Failure. 

London, Dec. 4. — The Daily News' 
Paris correspondent says that M. Charles 
De Lesseps announced at tho otlice of tho 
Panama Canal Co. to-day that only £180- 
000 of the company's bonds had been sub- 
scribed for, and therefore ho would begin 
returning tho money deposited for them 
to-morrow. "My father's remarks yes- 
terday," he said, "were due to a report 
which I made. The result will be bank- 
ruptcy or a winding up of tho affairs of 
tho company." 

Stanley's t'npture ncyoiid Doubl. 

LONDON, Dec. 1 1. Despatches from 
Suakin state that Gen. Gfrenfell has recog- 
nized tho letter enclosed in Osman Dig- 
na's as tho original of one which he draft- 
oil for the Khedive, and which tho latter 
handed to Stanley at Cairo. Thus, Stan- 
ley's capture is virtually placed beyond a 
doubt. The authorities of the Congo 
free state have received no information 
regarding tho capture as yet. 

The Kniin Iter Expedition. 

London, Dee. 14. — The Standard says 
it has reason to believe the report that 
Osman Dlgma has written a letter ill 
which he stated that the Mahdi's forces 
would ultimately bo successful, basing his 
opinion upon Ins further statement that 
Etnin's men mutinied against their leador 
and delivered him into the hands of tho 
commander of tho Mahdi's troops toge- 
ther with a while traveller, who was 
probably Stanley. 

I 1 11 r, ufa riiuiurfnl funic. 

London, Dec. 14. —The Daily News 
says, referring to the Panama Canal Com- 
pany's crisis: "It i.s generally believed 
that some action by the French Govern- 
ment will be necessary in order to prevent 
a wide-spread financial panic. Financiers, 
on the other hand, believe tho government 
could only succeed in postponing the 
inevitable crash, and that it would be 

hotter for tho < pany to liquidate now 

and lot tho present loss be the linal one." 

Stanley Held I'rlsoner. 

London, Dec. 14. — It is rumorod that 
Osman Digma, who is now believed to 
have both H. M. Stanley and Emin Bey 
as prisoners, is willing to yield Stanley 
and Emin provided Egypt will abandon 
Saukin. Otherwise, it is believed that the 
prisoners will be killed. The cabinet is 
now discussing the situation 

Copious RaiiiN In AustrnllM. 

London, Dec. 14.— A dispatch from 
Sydney, N. S. W., reports that copious 
rains have fallen in the colonies of Vic- 
toria and Now South Wales. 

Tory Majority Reduced. 

London, Dee. 14.— In the parliament- 
ary election at Mnidatoro to-day, the tory 
majority was reduced from 314 to IH5.

London, Dec. L4,- -Last night, Mr. 
Michael Davitt casually met in a restaur- 
ant the Capt. Boycott whose name has be- 
come a synonym for a disagreeable method 
of treatment popular in Ireland.

Rome, Dec. 14.— The report of Mon- 
signor Porsico, special papal envoy to 
Ireland, is almost complete. In it he 
refers to the anomaly of tho governing 
authorities in Ireland, and asserts that all 
the Irish Protestants are ill-disposed 
towards tho Catholics. The Pope, ho 
behoves, can do much in tho direction of 
restoring good fooling in Ireland provided 
ho is nblo to convince the Irish that ho is 
not acting under an agreement with tho 
English government. The people must 
be brought lo separate the political from 
tho moral question and must, not servo as 
an instrument in the hands of those who. 
under pretext of restoring their nation- 
ality, lead them to commit acts 
which are contrary to morality. Mgr. 
Pcrsico seriously disapproves of boycott- 
ing, but believes that the political aspira- 
tions of the Irish must he satisfied before 
peace can he restored. 

t.'orea 11 Treaty Willi Busnlii 

Snangbai, Doc. 14. — The announce- 
ment is confirmed that Ourea has con- 
cluded a treaty with Russia, granting ox- 
tensive privileges to Russian traders. 

Surrendered October luih. 

Cairo, Dec. 14. — The letter received at 
Saukin from Osman Digmun, contained 
copies of a despatch from a dervish to the 
caliph, giving tho date of Emin's surren 
dor as October 10th. The letter to 
Emin from the khedive wns handed to 
Stanley when ho was in Cairo. Along 
with his letter Osman Diana sent severnl 
Snider cartridges, which he alleged were 
taken from tho whito traveller. The 
Zanzibnrs in the Stanley expedition 
were armed with Snider rillos, but there 
wore none in tho possession of tho Der- 
vishes. 



ltulterworth's Auucxntlon Resolution. 

Nkw York, Dec. 14. — Erastus Winian, 
in an interview to-day on tho Butterworth 
resolutions introduced in the house yes- 
terday, said Mr. Butterworth had made 
a fatal mistake in introducing his annex- 
ation rules. "There are two parties to 
a bargain," continued VViman, " and in 
this particular case there are three, viz: 
Tho United States, Canada, and England, 
and if any of these three are unwilling, a 
bargain is impossible. It was stated some 
time ago, in one of the speeches, that the 
sentiment against annexation was so pro- 
nounced that its advocacy by any politi- 
cal party in the country would moot with 
that party's defeat. The effect of this 
proposal for political union at the present 
time in congress will be to make it a very 
difficult task for the liberal party in Ctn- 
ada to soeuro closer commercial relations. 
Indeed, it will he almost a hopeless 
attempt, if congress should by its pas 
sago of these resolutions, persist 
in this effort. It will take fifty years to 
achieve political union by approaching it 
in the way proposed by Butterworth, 
while commercial union, on tho other 
hand, is certain in live years, 'file reso- 
lution reported in the house in March last 
by Representative Hill of Illinois, pro- 
viding for the appointment of commission- 
ers to confer with representatives of 
Canada, and prepare a plan for the 
assimilation of important duties and in- 
ternal revenue taxes of the two countries, 
and the equitable division of receipts on 
commercial union, is a better scheme and 
more plausible than that of Bufcterwurth's. 
1 look upon Butterworth 's action as a 
political move on the part of the Republi- 
cans for the purpose of forestalling tho 
Democrats, whom I know c mtemplated 
just such an action. " 

British Minister 10 Wanulnictoii. 

WASHINGTON, Deo. 14. — Assistant Sec- 
retary River, of the state department, 
w hen asked to-day by a representative of 
the United Press about the report pub- 
lished both' in this country and abroad, to 
the effect that the United States has de- 
manded the appointment of a successor to 
Lord Sackville, and would recall Mr. 
Phelps unless a British minister was 
speedily appointed, denied most emphati- 
cally the truth of the report. No instruc- 
tions had been sent to Minister Pholps to 
insist that a minister bo sent to this coun- 
try. Further than this, ho intimated that 
at the department they felt perfectly in 
different about the matter, whother a 
minister was or was not sent here. 

Sellers Of-flr* the President. 

Washington, Dee. 14. — District At- 
torney Sellers, at Indianapolis, has de- 
clined to withdraw his resignation, and 
the President is now said to be consider- 
ing whother he shall accept it or order his 
removal. No action was taken to-day. 

Another Dynamite Mystery. 

Chicago, Dec. 14. — About 3 o'clock

San Francisco, Dec. 14. — Edson 
Adams, one of tho founders of Oakland, 
Cala., died last night, aged 65. His estate 
is estimated at fro.n three to six million 
dollars. 

Another Drop In Sugar. 

San Francisco, Dec. 14. — The Cali- 
fornia Sugar Refinery made an eighth of a 
cont reduction in the price of its products 
to-day, The cut was met by the American 
Refinery. 

The Wrecked Steamer. 

San Francisco, Dec. 14.— Dispatches 
received to-day from Yaquina City say 
that tho sea still remains high, and the 
stern of the vessel has been cast high on 
tho Fand and rock of the jetty, The sea, 
which is constantly breaking over the ves- 
sel, has gutted her upp r '_ works, loosened 
part of tho woodwork, and causes tho 
vessel to roll about e msiderably. Tugs 
arc constantly by her but cannot do any- 
thing to get her 0' , Tow boat captains 
think that the ho is already partially 
full of sand. 

Federation ol Labor. 

St. Lol-is, Dec. 14.— The Federation 
of Labor to-day ordered several boycotts. 
A resolution asking congress to pass laws 
restricting immigration, was offered to 
the committee. A proposition to amend 
the constitution by barring from affilia- 
tion with the federation any central labor 
body that admits Knights of Labor, was 
amended so as to exclude bodies hostile 
to trade organizations affiliating with tho 
federation. Thus an open rupture with 
tho Knights of Labor was avoided. A 
proposition to increase the salary of tho 
president from SI, 200 to 31,500 was voted. 
The per capita tax from affiliated bodies 
was fixed at one per cent per 
month, and $20 per year from central 
labor unions. It wns agreed to hold an 
eight-hour mass meeting throughout the 
country on the holidays of next year, and 
May 1st, 1800, was fixed as tho date for 
t he eight-hour demand. Resolutions were 
adopted favoring the Australian system of 
voting, and requesting Gen. Harrison to 
appoint a union printer as government 
printer; also, urging the passage of the 
bill now before congress to confine convict- 
made goods to the states where manu- 
factured, and asking the abolition of 
contract labor on all public work, and 
favoring compulsory education. It is 
thought the work of the convention will 
be finished to-morrow.

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CHOOSE GOOD MEN. 

It is to bo hoped that the citi/.ons of 
Victoria are on the look-out for good men 
to represent them on the Board of Alder- 
men. They should do what is necessary 
to induce men of business ability and in 
telligelice to become candidates. This 
city wants a tirst-class man for Mayor. 
This is an important period in tho history 
of Victoria. It has to struggle to main 
fain its preeminence in the Province. It 
has envious and ambitious rivals who nro 
ready to seize upon any pretext to at 
tempt to lower it in tho estimation.of the 
of the world and to deprive it of tho in- 
fluence, commercial and political, that it 
possesses. The traducers of Victoria are 
man}' and their efforts to decry it are un- 
ceasing. The best way to meet them and 
disarm their jealousy is to make the city 
Hitch as the capital of British Columbia 
should be. There are abuses to be done 
away with and there are improvements to 
bo made. The right man at the head of 
the city government — a man who has 
seen something of tho world and who 
knows what a city should be — could do a 
very great deal to placo our city in u 
higher position than it over before occu 
pied. By his influence and under hit 
direction Victoria could bo placed in such 
a condition and could have such an ap 
pearance that it would be the ploasantest 
place of residence not only in the 
Dominion but in the whole nor 
them and central part of tho 
continent. Strangers would be pleased 
with British Columbia not in spite of its 
principal town but on account of its 
beauty, its salubrity and its cheorfulneBS. 
An active mid intelligent mayor would 
effectively carry out the plans of the best 
class of our citizens to make tho most of 
the advantages of the city from a com 
mercial point of view. He could do mucl 
to aid those who aro exerting themselves 
to improve tho harbor and to increase its 
accommodation. Ho could do what is 
needed ill order thut tho city might reap 
the utmost advantages from its railway 
facilities and would suggest to the corpoi 
ation the requisite changes and improve 
ments. A liberal-minded and public-spir 
ited mayor would be in a position t» benelit 
tho city in a hundred ways and if the citi- 
zens are wise they will choose and elect an 
active, energetic man who knows how to do 
business and who, when ho has work of 
any kind to do, does it with all his might. 
They should choose good men as aldermen 
to co-operate with him, bright, active- 
minded, intelligent men who aro alive to 
the necessities of tho city and who aro 
willing to devote part of their time to its 
improvement. When capable men are 
selected as candidates the ratepayers 
should give them hearty and ungrudging 
support. They should not allow questions 
of politics and old feuds that should have 
been dead and buried years ago to prevent 
their voting for a man whom they are sat- 
isfied will servo the city well and faithful 
ly. Nothing is more disgusting or is a 
greater reproach to an elector's good 
sense than to see him Voting for some 
ignoramus who does not. possess a 
single qualification for the position to 
which he aspii 'oh, merely because the best 
candidate does not belong to his party or 
because he lias some paltry private reason 
fordoing him what he considers an ill- 
turn. Public officials should be elected 
on public grounds. Ho is a very small 
man indeed who cannot rise above party 
partiality or private feeling to vote for a 
man whom ho knows will, if elected, bo 
tho right man in the right placo. We 
hope, too, that there is no ratepayer in 
tho city who considers it not worth his 
while to take an intorest in tho civic elec- 
tions. Very important interests - inter- 
ests which affect him very closely, and 
which ought to be most dear to him — de- 
pend upon tho good government of the 
city. But the city cannot be well gov- 
erned if the corporation is composed of 
ignorant and unintelligent men, who are 
elected because they are " good follows " 
or out-and-out party men, and not because 
they know what the city wants, and are 
determined to have it healthy and well- 
regulated. When being above city poli- 
tics is not mere affectation it arises from 
a mischievous pride, which is tho result 
of ignorance and want of reflection. It is 
tho duty of ovory citizen to do all ho can to 
secure for it the best government possible. 
He owes I hi i duty to himself, to his fatn- 
jj , if ho htej ono, and to thoso citizens 



who do not possess tho franchise. A 
vory great deal depends Upon tho 
way In which ho oxorch'OH hie 
privilege as an elector, and if he does not 
seo it his blindness, so far from being 
croditablo and something to bo proud of, 
is really a reproach of which ho ought to 
fool heartily ashamed. It is owing to the 
apathy of some electors and tho partisan- 
ship of others that tho public affairs of so 
many cities aro so disgracefully managed. 
Instead of the elections being managed by 
tho best and most intelligent citizens, they 
aro often controlled by men of alow grade 
of intelligence, who have other objects in 
view than tho good of the city. And when 
the natural result follows and the city is 
stupidly and corruptly governed those 
who took no part in tho elections com- 
plain. But they are very unreasonable. 
They could easily have foreseen what litis 
happened and could, to sumo degree, at 
any rate, have prevented it. Let the 
condition of thoso cities be a warning to 
tho ratepayers of Victoria. If they want 
their city to bo made pleasant and at- 
tractive and a good place to live in let 
thoin do their best to put the management 
of its affairs in tho hands of men who 
know how to make the host of its natural 
advantages and who have .sutlicient ener- 
gy and experience to use their knowledge 
for the public advantage. 



Since writing the above we learn that a 
requisition to Mr. Robert Want to become 
a candidate for the Mayoralty has boon 
circulated, and litis been largely signed by 
citizens of all classes and occupations. 
Wo trust that Mr. Ward will see his way 
to comply with the request of his fellow- 
citizens. It would be hard to find 
a better man, and in asking him d> 
accept tho position the requisitionists 
have shown an appreciation of his many 
sterling qualities. 

ABOUT STANLEY. 

There seems to be no etui to the con- 
jectures rospoctlllg the fate of .Stanley. 
The grounds for forming an opinion that 
can bo in any way relied upon seem to be 
of the slightest possible nature, yet men, 
and men of sense and standing, go on 
guessing. There has been no news from 
Stanley that can bo relied on for much 
more than a year. Russians have reached 
the west, yet no one knows whether fait li 
is to be placed in them or nob. It is not 
known whotbor Stanley has mot Emin 
Bey, whether ho has gone north to tight 
the Mahdi or whether he has perished in 
the widornoss, very few aro willing in the 
absence of authentic information as to 
Stanley's fate to wait patiently until ho is 
heard from. This is why the opinion of 
men who know more or loss about the 
difficulties of African travel is sought, 
though it is well-known that men's opinion 
or surmise in such a matter is really 
worth very little. To the question: Is 
Stanley dead /—quite a number of ans- 
wers is given in the December issue of the 
North American Review, Lord Wolseloy 
thinks that Stanley has effected a junc- 
tion with Emin Bey, that he is on his re- 
turn journey, and that he will himself be 
tho first to bring the news of his success. 
The Hon. Chas. P. Daly admits that there 
is some cause for apprehension but bo has 
faith in Stanley's pluck, goneralshipand en- 
durance, and consequently expects to hear 
good news of him before long. Mr. 
James M. Hubbard is of opinion that he 
has gone north to tight the Mahdi — that 
he is the " \Vhite Pasha " that the Arab 
traders beard about and that ho will yet 
turn up all right. Dr. Franz Boaz be- 
lieves that news will soon be flashed along 
the telegraph that Stanley has successfully 
Accomplished his mission, that he has re- 
lieved Emin Pasha. It is known thai Sir 
Frederick Do VVinton is far from despair- 
ing of Stanley's safety and that a number 
of others who know Stunley well and have 
some knowledge of the difficulties and 
dangers he must encounter, entertain the 
liveliest hope of his safe return. But 
after all these gentlemen aro as much in 
tho dark as any of us, and it is not very 
wise to put much faith in their theories. 
They may bo right but they are quite 
likely to bo wrong. What does Mr 
Samson saj' about the matter ! Here is a 
chance for the spirits to distinguish them 
selves. If they know as much as is 
claimed for them they know all about 
Stanley and can tell us exactly where ho 
ia and how he is getting oil. Why don't 
thoy do it !

The competition betwoen the ongiticora 
and the manufacturers o{ artillery is still 
going on. As soon as armor has been de- 
vised strong enough to resist tho best and 
heaviest guns, another gun is made that 
can send a shot that will easily pierce the 
strongest armor and knock to pieces tho 
fortifications that are considered safest. 
A two-hundred ton cannon is being made 
at Woolwich Arsenal, which is expected to 
throw a ball, weighing two tons, fifteen 
miles. .1 ust imagine what mischief such 
an immense projectile as that is capable 
of doing ! A single shell thrown from 
this gun would knock half an ordinary 
town to pieces, and no vussol ever yet 
built could withstand its impact. It ap- 
pears that the gun makers hope to cast 
heavier cannon than this, capable of car- 
rying a more ponderous projectile a great- 
er distance. li this sort of thing goes on 
much longer tho dream of some men, who 
not long ago were regarded as a kind ol 
mild lunatics, will be realized. They 
maintained, that war would, in course of 
timo, be made so destructive that nations 
would not dare to engage in it. The wea- 
pons would become so deadly that armies 
meeting each other in the field would be 
simply annihilated. This continuous im- 
provement in artillery of all kinds is 
making war more and more expensive. 
This two-hundred ton gun, for instance, 
must have cost an immense sum, and 
every time it is tired a great deal of 
money will go off in smoke and shot. It 
is clear enough that the costliness of war 
is already acting as a deterrent. Merely 
preparing for war is causing many of the 
nations of Europe to run frightfully into 
debt. It will bo seen one of these days, 
wo fear, what actual war will cost. Whe. 
ther, with tho improved weapons, war 
has become more deadly than it was re- 
mains to bo seen. 



THE SPECIAL COMMISSION. 



The Special Commission proceeds 
very slowly. Little interest is now 
felt in the investigation on either 
side of the Atlantic. Enquiries into ag 
rarian outrages, except in so far as Mr. 
Paruell and his associates may have been 
implicated in them, are not what the public 
thought would engage the attention of the 
Commission. Every one knew that those 
outrages had been committed and that 
the laws of the country are quite stilli- 
cient to deal with them. It was believed 
that tho Commission was appointed to 
lind out whether the accusation pre. 
forred against Mr. Paniell and other 
members of Parliament were guilty of 
the crimes laid to their charge 
by the Luidon Times, ami paiticu- 
larly whether or not he wrote 
the letters that bore his signature. It was 
expected that the Commission would be- 
gin its operations by enquiring into the 
geuuinnessof those letters. But the Com- 
mission has boon sitting tor months and 
enormous expenses have been incurred, 
yet the authorship of the letters is as 
much a mystery as ever it was. There has 
been no attempt mado as yet to prove 
their genuineness. It would appear as if 
it was tho plan of the Times to starve tho 
Parnellites out. It was the fashion in old 
times to put a suspected person to the 
torture in order to wring a confession out 
of him. The fashion of the present time is 
not physically so cruel, but the injustice 
seems equally great. It is to accuse a 
man of dreadful crimes and then, in order 
to prove his innocence, force him to incur 
ruinous expenses. If Mr. Darnell had no 
assistance he would be beggared by this 
Commission which has been established 
to enquire into the accusations preferred 
against him by a bitter anil unrelenting 
enemy.

He. it ap- 
pears, joined Emin Hoy and their com- 
bined forces wore attacked by the Mahdi, 
defeated, and the leaders tali en prisoners. 
Stanley is not mentioned by name, but is 
spoken of as the "white traveller." A 
document, however, enclosed in the letter 
scut to the caliph by Daman Digna has 
boon recognized by < ieneral (Iroonfell as 
ono that .Stanley had in his possession. 
The condition on which < tsinaii Digna con 
sents to liberate his prisoners, namely, the 
surrender of Suak in, will no doubt bo com- 
plied with. It will go hard with tlio Brit- 
ish to give up that stronghold, hut the 
British people will not allow the Govern- 
ment to hesitate when once the alterna- 
tive is before them in a re 
liable form. They will not permit 
either Stanley or Kmin Hey to be 
sacrificed. The occupat ion of any part of 
tho Soudan was not by any means popu- 
lar in England, and now when the lives oi 
two horoc men, depend upon its immedi- 
ate and complete evacuation, it is not for 
a moment to bo supposed that they will 
permit them to bo murdered. It is not to 
bo expected that if matters are as thoy 
are represented, Osman Digna will not 
make, what is, in his opinion, the best 
possible use of the advantages ho litis 
gained ; or that if his terms aro not accept- 
ed ho will not execute his threats. The 
death of Gordon was a great shock to the 
Itritish people, but, tho sacrifice of Stan- 
ley and Km in Hoy would be an outrage 
which thoy would never forgive. It will 
never bo mado.

This was ii motion by Mr. Theodore Di- 
vio, Q. 0., on l>elmlf of the plaintiff t'.r 
judgment iu his favor under 'lie voi'diot 
rendered herein by a Hpooiul jury on the 
1st Auguur, 1888. 

At the Kiinic time was hoard a cross- 
nation, l>y Mr. Pooloy, Q. 0., on behalf 
of William Powoi-j^one oftho defendants, 
that tho conveyance of the land to Power 
of 2(ith .March, 1887, might ho declared * 
gi..)d and valid conveyance; that tho lis 
pendant now registered against it might be 
cancelled; and that the said Wm. Power 
might be allowed his coats, taxed, t" be 
paid by t he plaint ill, or out of the estate. 

Also a cross-motion by Mr. Drake, Q. 
0., on behalf «>f the defendant Provost, 
that judgment might be entered fur the 
defendant, Provost on thogrounds: 

(1) That on sufticiont contract litis, 
been proved, to which the court can give 
effect. 

(2) That, the alleged contract as to the 
land docs nut satisfy BOCtion -1 of tho Stat- 
ute of Frauds. 

(.'{) That tho alleged contract as to 
chattels does not satisfy the 17th section 
of the Statute of Frauds; and that tho said 
defendant should he allowed ln's costs. 

Mr. Theodore Davie, citing tho find- 
ings of the jury on the questions 
specifically submitted to theiu, contended 
that the letters and telegram produced by 
plaintiff in court, together with tho evi- 
dence at the hearing, proved that Hub was 
a contract for land, not void under thy 
statute of frauds, Aldorson Maddisoti, 
8Ap.,Ca. H. of L. ; Loffus v. Maw, 3 Gif. 
fard, as interpreted and supported by 
Coles v. Pilkitigtou — l'J Equity— -limn- 
mersley v. Do Biol, l2Clark & Fin; [tfai,. 
sell r. White, L2 li. of L. cases— Can- 
adian cases Orr v. Orr, 21 Grant; Mc- 
Kay v. McKay, to (Srant, and tho notes 
of several American cases (Johnson ». 
Hubboll, A tnor. decisions) which 'io 
considered a useful ease. 

The jury when asked, in the fourth 
question submitted to them, whether 
there was a contract between William 
Bridges and the Plaintifl Turner, at hi« 
(Bridges) decease, answered " Yes! in 
so far as relates to the land, stock, and 
effects thereon. " 

Contending that plaintiffs right would 
have lteon clear, had not tho defendant 
Power's equities intervened. 

Ho then argued that by the Order of 
court of 20th March, 1888, the registrar 
(Provost) was authorized to sell the real 
estate of William Bridge's heirs, hut that 
thoro was no property in Bridge's heirs 
and that Power oonseuuently bought no 
thing; and that the court in giving judg- 
ment now, should disregard the Order for 
sale accordingly. 

That plaintiff had not been fully 
hoard upou the Order for sale, as Mrs. 
Alice Turner, who had an interest in the 
estate, and had no notice of the sale, had 
not been heard. That the present notice 
includes her, and she is equally interested 
with the plaintiff, Turner, to annul the 
sale. That the jury had given everything 
in favor of tho plaint ill'; and Power would 
not he damnified, as lie would gut, his 
§L',000 purchase money had;, and 1<>Su 
only the possible profits of his purchase. 

Mr. Pooley contended that Power is a 
purchaserfor valuable consideration, with- 
out notice of the alleged title of the plain- 
til! or of Alice Turner. 

That the Older for sale was of tho in- 
terest of the heirs. That Turner, the 
plaintiff, had the letters and telegram, on 
which he relied to avoid the statute of 
frauds, in his hands for the years, but 
took no steps to enforco his rights; and 
was debarred from claiming now by his 
own laches. 

Provost had a power of attorney to soli 
tho land front all the heirs except Alice 
Turner, who >\as shown to have boon 
aware for many years of the land, and the 
decease of her brother, VVm. Bridge, yet 
makes no sign until the defence put in for 
hor at tho last moment by Messrs. Cor- 
bould A- McColl. 

Turner had communicated with Bug- 
land in 188.'?, when the parties would not 
agree to his terms. Ho Was consequently 
put then at arm's length ; and should have 
then asserted his rights if ho wished to 
succeed. Mow he was barred. 

In Huxham t>. Llewellyn, 28 Law Times, 
f)77, live months unreasonable delay was 
ad judged a bar. Glassbrook ». Richard- 
son, 2'i Weekly Hep.. i ts. ,\s a purchaser 
wifchout notice he cited Pilcheru, Rawlins, 
41 L. J. Chan. 485, where the lords jus- 
tices declared being a purchaser without 
notice was an unanswerable defence; also 
the casus cited in Bassotl u. Nosworthy, 
2 Tudor's Leading Cases as authorities for 
this position. Buckle v. Mitchell, 18 Ve», 
100, where notice of voluntary settlement 
would not set aside a sale. As to Lache, 

bo cited Mill ». Heyw 1, Chan. Djv. 

195, where plaintiff's right: was lust by live 
years' delay. Possession to be of weight 
should bo under the alleged contract. 
Here Turner was only in possession as 
Prevost's bailiff. The < >rders of March 8, 
1887, of .Mr. Justice Walkero, for sale, had 
not been set, aside. Consequently it still 
stands as gowd, and therefore, Power, who 
has purchased under it, should have his title 
confirmed. Mr. Drake referred to the 
evidence in the Notes of the Trial to show 
that there was no evidonco of part per- 
formance; that no possession was given to 
the plaintiff; ami t lu re must be possession 
to constitute part performance. The de- 
ceased was unabloto write, it had recently 
boon discovered, so the letters must have 
been written by some one else. Plaintifl 
though bound to stay, wenl away for '-' ', 
mouths; ho contended, therefore, that 
thoro was no contract which either party 
could not have broken. That it was,,, 
promise, not a contract, a nWtnm pactiWx; 
and no alleged contract until after deceasi 
of the intestate; citing, Wylde v. Wylde. 
2 Oranl, Chan. 521; Orr, t>. Orr, 21. 
Grant '-'ban. '■>'*'. This was only an ex 
pectation, and merely a protection for thi 
relations, if the deceoased Black v. Black 
2 Error & App. 415), possession an in 
gradient, Hunter 0. flalsloy. Ambler, »8(j 
Sercoinbe o. Pinnigor, '■'< D. M. AO. 571, 
Wells, v. Sradling, 3 Voa. 378 Maddisoi, 
v. Aldersou (before cited) p. 4!)2, which 
goes into all the authorities, Pry Specilii 
Porf, Ed. 1881, sec. <Y> re voluntary con 
tracts. Dillan t>. Coppiu, 9 L J.Chan. 87. 
Soarle 0. Law I.'., J. Cum,. 187, Fry 440, 
contract to be enforced must be mutual 
As to Laches, Mr. Pooloy has dealt with 
them. Mr. Drake then contended it was 
res jud icala. 

This mattor had been beforo the court 
several times in various shapes, ai d as 
many times determined against the plain, 
tilt'. In all these applications Turner, the 
Plaintifl', had been represented. If di. ; 
satisfied, possibly he had another remedy, 
but not this one; and now a Judge at nisi 
print IB asked to over-ride thoso decisions. 

The verdict of the jury cannot relieve 
tho judge from the duty of considering the 
whole question now. Such verdict is val- 
uable only so far as it, is in accordance 
with the evidence. Flore it went too far. 
At host it was only a contract in future at 
Bridge's decease, in which no possession 
was i/iven to tho plaintiff, Under Ridg- 
wuy b. Walker, 3 DoOeX MAC, the Wilis 
of proof ib on the plaintiff to produce an 

agreement capable of being enforced. 

Mr. Theodora Davie. In reply. 

The order of the divisional court at that 
period could give authority for nothing. 
It had aright to dismiss the appeal; noth- 
ing more. It had no original jurisdiction. 
It was not under tho divisional court act 
of 1885, an order to be appealed from- ft 
had a limited jurisdiction. Alice Turner 
was not represented. In all the cases 



cited against hin^i except two, the ratio 
decidendi tl lot o was no writing or 
suggeation °t vrri'-big, to avoid tho statute 
of frauds. Tho only, way of succeeding in 
those eases ^'r,s, tu show part, performance 
by continue^ pcifl s °Ssioti under the alleged 
contract.

Copp">, ffb e te an insufficient trans- 
fer of I5 us t ItidjH stuck was deemed a vol- 
untary con^yiin 06 ; and Ma'ddiaon v. Al- 
dersou, w'l>°fo tl'° °nly writing was, an 
unattested wjjj referable to no antecedent 
agreement °t pr° m ise <>r representation; 
and there, (*<U-eW* e *t the claim andtho writ- 
ing did not *fr r e ' the alleged will gave a 
life estate; tlty clui m was for absolute 
ownership; Afh,ef ea s. here you can gather 
from tho le't^fj, and telegram an agree- 
ment deafly poffayod. In Mr. Pooley'a 
cases of stf'e ,io' liai >dH, the people wore 
hanging off ft>r y 6 *^, when they should 
have beon l | i\ m i)' t in demanding. Turner 
was not in 'but p oa ition, he had nothing 
more to pel'f'H.,,, but to claim the property. 

If tho court gilds it cannot give him 
back tho specific property, thoro is tho 
reniunorati°U. or w ages ho is entitled to. 
Tho alternative 1 " u ml by the jury in that 
behalf caf'Uit bo altered. This position 
Mr. Drake c n 11 tt !3Lo d,on tho ground that 
Madison a. Aide''"'.' 11 settled that point; the 
plaintiff thefft ftiil"ig to obtain tho land, 
lost the waS^n h' 10 might have olaimed; 
also that tl»° reP^y of tho jury found that 
in tho case Hi B alu should be confirmed, 
plaintiff sl>"Uhl be entitled to the total 
proceeds 0', the S; Uo of the real estate, 
stock and lqjpl en l6nts; which ho con- 
tended, niOiMtt, if tho court should be of 
opinion tb*t plaintiff, but for that sale, 
would have b uo |i entitled to specific per- 
formance, f°t other w jae.

Now f, as a judge, at nisi prius 
have no jurisdiction whatovor to make a 
decision which shall ovor-rulo a decision 
of tho divisional court.

$-,000 was set and proved before them as 
tho value of the property, and that might 
bo a guide to theui in their reply.

"Wo find, that 
ill ease tho sale to Mr. Power should ho 
confirmed, that the plaintiff shall be on- 
titled to tho total proceeds of the sale of 
the real estate, stock and implements." 

On the foregoing considerations my de- 
cision is based. 

I consider that the plaintifl' is entitled 
to receive and should be paid a sun' 
equal to the proceeds of tho sale to Mr.

that all tho costs incurred by the defen- 
dants, Prevost & Power, shall bo paid 
■ nit of the above sum by tho plaintifl'. 

As the said William Power is A pur- 
chaser for valuable consideration of the 
land in question, without notice of the 
claims of Turner and his mother; as well 
as entitled under the Order for sale before 
mentioned, it is considered, and 1 hereby 
declare, that tho conveyance to William 
Power of the 20 March 1888 is a good and 
valid conveyance of the land therein ex 
pressed to bo convoyed and that the Li 
pendens filed ai the land registry office 
against the said land bo forthwith cancel] 
edj and that tho costs, when taxed, of the 
dofendant Power, bo paid by tho plaintiff 
in manner aforesaid.

The Premier yays it Win be Time Enottgb to 
Deal With the Matter When Brought Ut'- 
fore the Government Officially— The Mem- 
ber for Haluluiaui] Again Unseated— Buf- 
falo for Banff Park— A Street lu Ottawa 
to be Named After tbo Premier, 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Due. 14. — Montague, member 
for Haldimand, was unseated by the 
supremo court to-day. The majority of 
the court held that a voter who took oath 
as a farmer's son, and whose father died 
since tho revision of thu voters' list, had 
committed a corrupt act. ( Ireat sympathy 
is expressed for Montague, this being the 
third time he has been unsoated, but tho 
hope is expressed that he will run again. 

Sir John, being interviewed regarding 
Butterworth's resolut ion, said, "I do not 
care to express any opinion as to tho pro- 
priety of the step. There is an implied 
rule prohibiting criticism of the proceed- 
ings in either blanch of every legislature 
by a member of an other division, and the 
same rule ought to hold equally good with 
respect to tho acts of a foreign legislature. 
The proposition of [iuttorworth in its 
present state, as I understand it, is purely 
a domestic matter. There will be timo 
enough to discuss tho proposition when it 
comes before us officially. 

Sir John Mttcdonald stated to-day that 
there is not a word of truth in the an- 
nouncement of the Loudon Standard that 
t he C. 1'. R. had formally proposed to tho 
Dominion Government to sell its monopoly 
rights in Manitoba for three millions 
sterling. No offer or communication had 
been received from the; C. P. R. since last 
session.

STANLEY .MUST BE SAVED. 

London, Dec. 14, It is evident from 
the non committal reply Mr. Smith gave 
in the commons this afternoon to tho 
questions regarding the capture of Emill 
Bey and Henry M. Stanley, that the gov- 
ernment are completely nonplussed, and 
have no accurate information in tho mat- 
ter further than what is generally known. 
It is generally conceded that < Isman Digna 
holds a trump card, against which his op- 
ponents are powerless to play, and that 
the government can only yield on the for- 
mer's own terms, It is believed in the 
lobbies of the house to night, that Bug 
land will be forced to treat with t.ho suc- 
cessful commander for thu evacuation of 
Suakin, for tho government will not dare 
to sacrifice the prisoners whom 
Osman Digna threatens to kill 
unless the town is abandoned. 
Public opinion in England already revolts 
against a Soudan expedition, and this 
latest phase of the affair intensifies the 
feeling. There can bo scarcely any doubt, 
that the white traveller mentioned as 
surrendering with Einin Bey is Stanley, 
as everything thus far tends to confirm 
the opinion. The balance of opinion 
among African experts has for some time 
past aecopted the theory that Stanley had 
been working towards Emill, and if not 
actually with him, was near him. In- 
tense interest is felt here in the fate of 
the intrepid explorer, and no one for a 
moment believes that the government 
will allow his life to he sacrificed in order 
to hold Suakin. Further developments 
in the matter arc awaited with much 
anxiety.

DE LESSEP'S WEPT. 
The Panama Canal Company Is Saved. 

Paris, Dec. II'. Another .'cone nf ex- 
citement Was enacted at tho oflices of the 
Panama Canal company to-day. Tho 
crush was even greater than that of yes- 
terday. At four o'clock a hush fell over 
the throng, and Do Lesseps appeared. 

Mounting a table he said: "My friends, 
tho subscription is side. Our adversaries 
are confounded. We do not need the 
help of tho financiers. You havo saved 
yourselves by your own exertions. The 
canal is made." 

Here M. Do Lesseps was so overcome 
that he w ept. Among the cheering, weep- 
ing and mutual congratulations, all pres- 
ent shook hands with M. DcLosseps. 

When the excitement had partially 
abated the news went around that 410,- 
000 builds hud been subscribed for in 
Paris aiel the same number iu the pro 
vincea. An official in the company re- 
placed Do Lesseps, and announced that 
the subscription list would bo kept open 
until Saturday noon. It is reported that 
numbers immediately renewed their sub 
scriptions, the receiving clerks being com 
pletely overtaxed. The report that 800, 
000 shares have been taken is believed to 
be exaggerated, hut it is certain that the 
applications largely exceeding tho direc 
tors' expectations. Probably tho neces 
sary amount will be taken.

The annual sum coming from the city 
council for its aupport should bo supple- 
mented by some small charge upon those 
becoming members, say for instance by 
issue .,f quarterly tickets — which would 
serve not only to furnish valuable mone- 
tary aid, but would give \aluublo infor- 
mation as In name and address of said 
members. 

As to giving use of this institution en- 
tirely free, t hat I think objectionable, us 
Buch privileges are never valued. Until 
better informed I submit the suggestions 
now made are worthy of notice.
